Morey Pires, state's attorney, says that if dump- 
ing blocks the drainage of a road, a fine of $100 can be levied.

as the weather improves, Fred Leake, Jr., county highway superintendent, 
says. But it will cost Lee county taxpayers $400.

Capital Plans Welcome for MacArthur 


'Accidental', Jury Verdict in Crash Death 
Grand Detour 
Youths' Chest 
Was Crushed 
Witnesses Tell 
Of Accident on 
Hill Near Dixon 


An inquest verdict of "ac- 


cidental death" was returned 
this morning in the death of 
Richard Jones, 16, Grand, De- 
tour, who died 'yesterday fol- 
lowing an auto crash on Rt. 2. 


Jones' car was almost de- 


molished after it crashed into 
a -drainage ditch abutment, 
sheared off a telephone pole 
and rolled over. The crash 
occurred on the cement plant 
hill just northwest of Dixon. 


Dr. Sterling Stackhouse, attend- 


ing physician, said young Jones 
died as the result of "severe shock, 
multiple lacerations, crushed chest 
and possible internal ruptures." He 
said Jones was treated for shock 
and given blood transfusions in an 
attempt to save his life. He died 
two hours after the crash. 


Roscnbalm Testifies 


James Rosenbalm, Oregon, testi- 


fied he was driving west toward 
Dixon when Jones' car attempted 
to pass him and apparently went 
out of control and crashed. He said 
he was driving between 55 and 60 
miles an hour when Jones attempt- 
ed to pass. He said the pavement 
was slippery. 


Rosenbalm, a co-worker of Jones 


at the Freeman Shoe company, 
said he knew him but did not know 
his driving habits. Sheriff Charles 
H.. Redebaugh reported on his in- 
vestigation at the crash. 


A letter from Dr. H. N. Jacobs, 


Rock Falls, was read. 
He said 


Jones passed him at high speed

Draft-UMT Bill Now in Hands 


kOf Senate - House Committee 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The controversial draft-UMT bill, de- 


signed to provide military manpower for the defense buildup, is now 
In the hands of a senate-house conference committee. 
• 


The house passed Its version of the legislation by a 372 to 44 vote 


yesterday after staving off a GOP drive to add a restriction on sending 
troops to Europe. 


The measure was then sent to 


the conferees for ironing out dif- 
ferences between it and a senate 
bill passed last month. 
| 
Major Differences 


The major differences in the two 


versions are these: 


1. The senate voted to drop the 


minimum draft age" to 18; the 
house to 18',i. The present mini- 
mum is 19. 


2. The senate voted to extend 


the period of obligatory military 
service from 21 to 24 months; the 
house stood pat for 26 months. 


3. The senate put a top limit 


lof 4,000,000 on military manpower; 
the house imposed no ceiling. 


4. The senate gave President 


Truman authority to institute a 
program 
training 


of universal 
when drafted 


military 
men no 


longer 
are needed for military 


service as 
distinguished 
from 


training. 
The senate bill would 


make qualified 18-year-olds liable 
for UMT service for six months 
at $30 a month. The house fought 
over UMT and then settled by ap- 
proving creation of a bi-partisan 
five member commission to make 
a report to congress later on UMT, 
with no inductions permitted un- 
less congress passes a UMT law. 


Four Months Basic 


5. The senate bill requires four 


months of basic training before 
an inductee may be sent into a 
combat area; the house bill says 
there should be six months. 


6. The house bill extends the 


draft law three years; the senate 
extends it indefinitely. The pres- 
ent law expires July 9.

City Will Vote Again Tuesday; 
Council, Gvil Service Issues 


Dixon voters besides choosing a mayor and four council members 


at Tuesday's election also will vote on adoption of a quasi civil service 
program for Dixon firemen and police. 


If approved, jurisdiction over police and fire department matters 


would be removed from the city council and vested in a three-man 
board to be appointed by the council. 


The council would 
have 
to 


appoint this board within 30 days 
after the election. The difference 
between a standard civil service 
program and the current proposal 
is that all municipal employes are 
under civil service in most places 
while the vote Tuesday will con- 
cern only police and 
firemen. 


Dixon city employes are not under 
civil service now. 


No Physicals 


Employes of these two depart- 


ments who have been on the force 
a year would not have to take 
physical 
examinations. 
Under 


regular civil service all employes 
must be examined. 


Petitions to bring the Civil serv- 


ice matter before the voters were 
circulated in Dixon during Janu- 
ary. The Dixon plan comes under 
state law. For cities over 15,000 
the law is mandatory. For cities 
under 15,000 the law must be 
adopted by a vote of the citizens. 


No Additional Cost 


Jack Van Meter, spokesmen for 


both police and firemen points out 
that the fire and police commis- 
sioners law would not cost the tax- 
payers a cent unless the council 
approves a salary for the board 
of commissioners. 
Usually they 


serve without pay ns a public 
duty, Van Meter said. 


Under the existing law the 


city council is the final authority 


and can dismiss firemen or police- 
men without reason. 
Under the 


new law, the board would control 
all hinngs, firings and promotions 
with a hearing being necessary 
to fire a member of either depart- 
ment.

Praises 'Mac* 
As He Arrives 
At Tokyo HQ 


TOKYO—(AP)-Lt. Gen. Mat- 


thew B. Ridgway flew here tonight 
to take over his new duties as su- 
preme allied commander. 


Ridgway said he would press for 


an early Japanese peace treaty 
and "work toward the completion 
of the masterly task already large- 
ly accomplished under the con- 
summate leadership and guidance 
of General MacArthur. 


In a statement issued after his 


arrival. Ridgway added: 


"It is a source of great satis- 


faction to me that I am able to 
secure in person from Ambassador 
Dulles, almost at the moment of 
assuming my new duties, the great 
benefits of his rich experience and 
of his wise counsel and guidance. 


Dulles is to arrive Sunday night 


from Washington. 


Ridgway, wearing his battle fa- 


tigue uniform but without the 
famous hand grenade taped to his 
shoulder, was whisked off the field 
in a limousine. 


An authoritative source said he 


would not see General MacArthur 
tonight. 
MacArthur was not at 


Hanedo airfield when Ridgway ar- 
rived at 9:04 p. m. 


He was accompanied from Ko- 


rea by Lt. Gen. Edward Brooks, 
acting chief of staff, Washington, 
and staff members. 


Ridgway spent most of the trip 


from Korea studying official docu- 
ments.

Use any sera] 
lumber you can find, regardless 
of width. The thick ends of wooden 
food boxes, that'you can scroung<

Just put enough of these short 


pieces side by side, with the grain 
running up and. down, to equal 
the width of a step, sawing the 
end piece to make the fit perfect, 
Then fasten them together by nail- 
ing a cleat securely across all of 
them-. Be sure you get at least two 
nails in each piece of random-size 
wood. 


Make 'Kickproof 


This will hold them together 


well enough, but you might want 
to make an absolutely kickproof 
job out of it by further fastening 
the short pifeces together with cor- 
rugated nails, such as are used to 
brace the corners of screen doors. 


Next step is to put the assembly 


in place and nail the long cleat 
securely to the underside of the 
top step. The bottom of your home- 
made riser is then nailed to the 
back of the .next lower step. Re- 
peat this process right down to 
the bottom step and the main part 
of the job is done. Finish it up in 
good shape with a couple of coats 
of paint. As a matter of fact, as 
long as your'e doing that, you 
might just as well go whole hog 
and paint the whole cellar stair- 
case.

MacArthur's Firing Paves Way for 


Greater Debate Ahead 


General MacArthur is a great and distinguished soldier 


who has rendered valiant and lifelong service to his country 
through two world wars, through a highly successful occu- 
pation of defeated Japan, and in the present conflict. No 
matter what controversy may rage about his head, nothing 
will cloud in any degree this remarkable showing. His place 
high in U. S. military annals is safe. 


But, by the very fact he is a great soldier, born of a fam- 


ily of soldiers, MacArthur certainly understood his prime re- 
sponsibility to take orders from his superior. In World War 
IT, General Eisenhower must have disapproved President 
Roosevelt's order to let Russia take Berlin, but he did what 
he was told. 


MacArthur knows the penalty for a soldier's disobe- 


dience. Consequently, his persistent speaking out in blunt 
contravention of his orders and against the stated high policy 
of his government suggests strongly that he did not expect 
to remain as Far Eastern commander.

Denials from the Pentagon to the contrary, rumors 


abound in Washington that in recent practice MacArthur 
actually was being by-passed by top officials of the army 
who were said to oe dealing directly with General Ridgway 
the general's successor. If true, this situation may have 
helped convince the general he had little to lose by voicing 
his views on matters of deep concern to him. 


MacArthur's position as one who disagreed with policies 


he has expected as a general to carry out was contradictory 
Some persons felt it was surprising that he did not resign his 
command so that he could pour his whole heart and sou] 
int6 the fostering of the policies he felt necessary to the 
country's welfare.

Many of the issues he raised about the conduct of the 


Korean war, our relations with China and our general Far 
Eastern policy deserve to be .thoroughly aired in this coun- 
try. There is agreement among many high-minded citizens 
that MacArthur has made many sound points in his public 
statements. Merely ousting him does not foreclose this argu- 
ments. On the contrary, it clears the way for a fuller and 
fairer debate on them. 


And in that debate MacArthur himself can now have, 


if he wishes, a much larger voice than he could ever have had 
as a field commander. He may come home and help to fight 
out the controversy in the political arena, where it belongs.

The first violent winds of that debate already have 


struck up. And the average citizen cannot fail to recognize 
that it required no little courage on Mr. Truman's part to 
untie for-good the tongue of the man around whom his bitter 
opposition is sure to rally. 


With regret, the president has acted as any president 


would have to act who has seen his authority steadily defied. 
To have done otherwise would have been to concede that 
high policy is not made in the White House, but elsewhere. 


The military consequence of his act is that we now have 


a Far Eastern commander who will carry out the president's 
orders.

And Chinese Fliers Love It

NEW YORK, 
(AP)—The 
air 


war in Korea is the first one in 
history ever fought under Mar- 
quis of Queengbury rules. 
But 


only one, combatant is observing 
them —the allies. 


It is extremely annoying to the 


American _ airmen, although 
the 


Chinese airmen must like it just 
fine. For they can come and hit 
cur planes where our planes live 
but our planes can't go and hit 
the enemy where they live. 


Oddest Situation 


This is perhaps the oddest situ- 


ation in one of the oddest wars 
in history. It was created by the 
United Nations policy of "local- 
izing" the Korean war to Korea 
itself. 


Here is the way it operates: 


In northwest Korea the Yalu 


rived divides Manchuria and Ko- 
rea. Tlie bridge spanning it sep-
